Feast of St. Michael, at 10:30 a.

tional founder of the true Cross of 
Christ, and to the memory of the 
late Mrs. Helen Blood and her de- 
ceased daughter in law, the new 
church will supply a century’s old 
need to the Hebron Catholics who 
have been without a place of wor- 
ship for that duration, 

The Rey. Augustyn Kondziela, 
tor, who has assisted the par- 
ishioners in the fulfillment of their 
expectation, will be the celebrant 
of the dedication Mass and will be 
assisted by the Rev. J. M. Nickels, 
deacon, and the Rev. John J. Szot, 
suhdeacon. Also assisting in the 
services will be the Rev. H. J. Mil- 
ler, who later in the day will di- 
rect the Rural-Urban Life program 
set as part of the day’s celebration. 
Father Miller is Diocesan Director 
of Rural Life. 

Because of the lack of facilities 
and accommodations, there will be 
no public dinner. _. Arrangements 
are being made, however, to serve 
the people at the hotel and restaur- 
ants, and visitors are urged to 
bring a basket-lunch. 

In commenting on the feeling of 
his parishioners as the dedication 
day approaches, Father Kondziela 
said: “The Catholic people of He- 
bron are highly enthused, while the 
non-Catholics of the community 
give the whole project a most con- 
genial and warm reception. Up 
until recent years, Hebron boasted 
of only a handful of Catholics, un- 
able to build or support their own 
parish, hence the few families were 
attached to St. Mary’s, Kouts and 
some attended church at Crown 
Point. 

“For nearly forty years, prior to 
1920 the people were served by the 

riests of Valparaiso and Crown 

oint. As time went on the Cath- 
olic population grew by leaps and 
bounds and the need for a parish 
church was a keen necessity. So 
when the Presbyterian church 
building was recently offered for 
gale it was purchased for $5,000. 
In cash value the building was 
worth more and more was offered, 
but the good Presbyterian folk of 
Hebron preferred less money so 
that the building might be per- 
petuated as a house of worship.” 

Prior to the purchase of the 
property the parishioners held sev- 
eral meetings os which pledges 
were made to pay for the building. 
A substantial gift of $4,000 from 
two Blood families made the trans- 
action possible. The contributions 
were made in memory of Mrs. 
Helen Blood who died in January,

Wield Most Power

Washington, Sept. 16— (NC) — 
Despite their defeat in the elections 
of ref the communists in 
Slovakia still wield political power 
out of all porportion to their num- 
erical strength and continue their 
efforts to undermine the confidence 
of the overwhelming Catholic popu- 
lation in their Bishops and priests. 
These communist tactics have fail- 
ed, but Catholics in Slovakia still 
face a difficult situation, requiri 
ene wateh and many sacri- 


ces. of 

This information, which has 
reached N.C.W.C. News Service 
from special sources inside Slova- 
kia, bears out a statement credited 
by the Prague press to Bishop Van 
Veitnssak of Spis, who told Czech 
newspapermen in answer to a 
question whether there is freedom 
of religion in Slovakia: ~ 

“Yes, there is freedom of reli- 
eg but only to a certain degree,” 
the Bishop is quoted as saying. “if

PEN-MINDED observers of the 
American scene are deeply con- 
cerned over the steady decline in 
moral standards, especially in re-: 
cent years. They see alarming evi- 
dence of this decline in most phases 
of American life and of American! 
culture. Nor does there seem to be 
any improvement in prospect; on 
the contrary, the decline has in- 
dications of accelerating its pace. ' 
Let us take a quick glance at! 
some of this evidence. 


At this very moment the nation 
is in the grip of a crime wave. 
Crimes committed in 1945 exceeded 
tLose in 1944 by 12.4%, the largest 
increase in fifteen years. On July 
6 J. Edgar Hoover, head of the 
F.B.1., reported the nation facing 
a potential army of 6,000,000 crim-| 
inals, ten times the number of stu- 
dents in our colleges and wniver- 
sities. 

Particularly distressing is the 
steady rise in juvenile delinquency. 
Since 1939 the arrests of girls un- 
der 18 years of age rose 198%. The 
figures for boys under 18 show an 
increase of 48% for homicide; 70% 
for sex offenses; 72% for assault; 
101% for drunkenness and drunk- 
en driving. There is of course no 
record for such matters as filthy 
language, gang terrorism, degen- 
eracy and abortions. In the war 
years, juvenile delinquency rose 
more than 100%, and is still ris- 
ing. 

Meanwhile the figures for vener- 
eal diseases are equally bad. In

All of us are familiar with the 
operations of. the black markets, 
for we helped to make them.

' where Soviet colonists have not yet 


the Latvians are being exterminat- 
ed the same as the Estonians. A 
Czechoslovak physician of Jewish 
descent, was arrested in Latvia 
first by the German Gestapo, and 
later by the Soviet N.K.V.D., and 
remained for many months in a 
prison in Riga. After he had been 
released he worked for awhile in 


a canteen of the secret police in 
one of the transit camps near 
Leningrad. He was able to make 
good his escape to Sweden. He tells 
of the manner in which he witness- 
ed the Latvians being deported to 
Russia. The Soviet police and the 
military bring masses of people to 
transit camps, which have been or- 
ganized near railway _ stations. 
Twice a week long trains of box- 
cars arrive at the stations. Their 
doors are guarded with barbed 
wire. The men in the camps are 
separated from the women. One 
train usually takes some 2,200 per- 
sons. The guards state that the 
deportees are politically suspect 
Latvians, who are being deported 
first to camps near Leningrad, and 
then to labor camps in Russia. 

Often the arrests take place quite 
unexpectedly. For instance on 
June 23 the Soviet police arrested 
and deported the whole parish of 
Baptists in Ventspil, gathered at 
Sunday religious services. 

Riga, capital of Latvia, is now 
almost a completely Russian town, 
if one can call Russian the colo- 
nists brought in from the depths 


of Asia. The Latvian language is 


scarcely heard any more in the 
streets. On the contrary, Russian 
and asiatic idioms predominate. 
Towns are deprived of physicians, 
dentists and teachers. The most 
in the villages, 


arrived, is the lack of male youth. 
Those ycung men who have not 
been deported are hiding in the for- 
ests. Skirmishes between these 
forest people and the Soviet police 
are continuous. Regular army con- 
tingents are often used in such 
battles. 


Lithuania Dying 
Lithuania is rapidly dying. The 


‘national and religious life exists 


no more. The Soviets have applied 
the same system there but even 
more ruthlessly. At the beginning 
Lithuanians were allowed to pose 
as Poles and be transferred to Po- 
land.’ Now the frontier between 
Poland and Lithuania has been 
sealed and both Poles and Lithu- 
anians are being deported into the 
depths of Russia, except that from 
the town of Wilno Poles continue 
to be transferred to Poland. Lithu- 
anian and Byelorussian peasants, 
who flee to Wilno in the hepe of 
being sent with the Poles to Po- 
land, are caught and deported to 
Siberia. 

Summarizing all those reports, 
one can say that the religious and 
social culture, which brought the 
Baltic countries near to Western 
civilization, is quickly disappearing. 
External Catholic life has been 
ecmpletely destroyed. The local 
inhabitants are being rapidly de- 
ported and are being replaced by 
colonists from Asia, to form a deep 
inroad into Europe.

The writer of this question asked 
a number of others whose answers 
seem to be so evident that we do 
not know whether he writes in 
good faith or not. He asks, for in- 
stance, whether he must have an 
introduction to the priest, whether 
it is customary to make an offering 
to the priest on each visit, whether 
the priest will keep his visits con- 
fidential. 


But assuming that the person 
writes in good faith, we shall give 
honest answers to the several ques- 
tions: 


(1) It is not necessary for any 
inquirer to have any formal intro- 
duction to the priest; 


(2) It is not customary to make 
any offering at any visit or even at 
the completion of the instructions; 


(3) Convert instructions are so 
common that there is no reason for 
the priest to talk to others about 
them, and he certainly would re- 
spect the wishes of the inquirer 
who, at the time of taking instruc- 
tions, may not feel fully prepared 
to enter the Church. 

The person also asks how long 
it takes to complete a course of in- 
structions. That depends, of course, 


on the frequency of the instruc-) 
tions, and on the capacity of under- |

Usually it requires about two 
months’ time if there be two in- 
structions each week, particularly 
if the inquirer will ask questions, 
and wishes the instructions to be 
thorough. 


We might tell the inquirer that 
the Catholic Church has nothing to 
hide, and that, therefore, the priest 
will be ‘very glad to answer any 
question. Once the divine author- 
ity of the Church is established it 
is not difficult to accept separate 
doctrines which, of course, do not 
depend on what the inquirer may 
think about them. Faith is objec- 
tive and not subjective, which 
mearis that revealed truths do not 
change with the times nor adjust 
themselves to the mentality of dif- 
ferent people. 


Most intellectual converts to the 
Church have only one concern when 
they start to take instructions and 
that deals with the infallible auth- 
ority of the Church of Christ. That 
being established the opinion of 
this person or that person, the pre- 
judice of this person or that person, 
the contradictory teaching of this 
sect or that sect counts for noth- 
ing.

Why does the Catholic Old Tes- 
tament contain more books than 


ithe Protestant? What is the Sep- 
: tuagint? 


The greater part of the Old Tes- 
tament was written in Hebrew. 
With the exception of St. Matt- 
hew’s Gospel, written in Hebrew, 


the whole of the New Testament | * 


was composed in Greek. 


The Greek translation of the 
Old Testament, made at Alexandria 
in Egypt, about 250 years before 
Christ, is called the Septuagint. It 
is this translation that was used 
by the writers of the New Testa- 
ment, who quote from it 300 times 
and only fifty times from the He- 
brew. Evidently, Christ and the 
Apostles, -from whom the early 
Christians received their whole re- 
ligion, regarded the Septuagint as 
the standard version, and _ the 
Canon of the Septuagint is the 
Catholic list or Canon. The Protes- 
tant Canon is that of the Jewish 
Synogogue, hence it rejects the 
books of Judith, Tobias, Ecclesias- 
ticus, Wisdom, Baruch and the two 
Books of Machabees. Of Protestant 
translations into English, the King 
James’ Bible, first published in 
1611, is generally preferred. 


The only version which the 
Church has formally approved is 
the Latin Vulgate, which the Coun- 
cil of Trent declares, “is to be con- 
sidered as the authentic Bible for 
official uses of teaching.” All 
translations into modern languages 
must conform to the text of the 
Vulgate. The English version in 
ordinary use among Catholics is 
known as the Reims-Douay edition, 
It was first published at Reims, 
France, in 1582, and partly at 
Douay in 1609.

Brief Bioos iby Milligan

Dante Alighieri, the greatest of Italian poets, was born in a 
century when greatness reached its greatest heights. His brilliancy 
only added to the wondrous glow given forth by the accomplish- 
ments of this period. Born in the ancient and cultural city of 
Florence about the end of May, 1265, Dante belonged to a family 
of the lower nobility. His early education was broadened by his 
studies in various seats of learning and it is said that he made 
himself master of all the knowledge of his time. 

In his own record of his life, Dante tells of only two actual 
meetings with Beatrice, his beloved, to whom he dedicated his 


great work, The Divine Comedy. 


Dante’s love for Beatrice was one 


of sublimated admiration—deep, but content with worshipping 


from afar. She died in 1290. 


In 1293, Dante married Gemma 


Donati, of whom very little is known. 


In 13800, Dante was elected 


one of the chief magistrates of 


Florence. Two years later, following a bitter political struggle, 
Dante was given the choice of burning alive or a heavy fine and 
banishment. During the nineteen sorrowful years of his exile, he 
is said to have visited Arezzo, Bologna, Sienna, and perhaps even 
Paris is 13810. The soft sweet lines of his face hardened into the 
sad, stern countenance of his later years. As he walked up and 
down Northern Italy, he was mapping out heaven, earth, and hell 
for generations to come in the Divine Comedy which was taking 
shape in his mind. While staying with a friend in Ravenna, his 
wanderings came to an end with his death in September, 1321. 
Since his death, succeeding generations have placed the name 
of Dante Alighieri with the immortals. Carlyle once said that in 
Dante “ten silent centuries found a voice.” He was the favorite of 
the “father of English poetry,” Geoffrey Chaucer; John Ruskin was 


another great admirer of Dante. 


His greatest poem, The Divine Comedy, has been called one 
of “the landmarks of history.” It is divided into three parts en- 
titled Hell, Purgatory, and Heaven, and sub-divided into thirty- 
three cantos, in allusion to the years of the life of Christ, with an 
introductory canto. In the first part, in the company of Virgil, he 
jourheys through the fiery depths of Hell, and pictures the horrible 
sufferings of the damned, their pitiful- stories, and the terrible 
anguish of an eternal punishment. From Hell, and still in the 
company of Virgil, he passes through Purgatory, which he pictures 
on a solitary mountain rising from the ocean. In this region the 
pains and sufferings are depicted, but the punishment is only 
temporary. The final passages of the poem show him ascending

Religious Section 
his own national organization is in 
sympathy with the campaign 
against lewd literature. 

What can be the motive of the 
publishers of lewd literature? 

The predominant motive, we pre- 
sume, is the profit motive, although 
there is much evidence to support 
the contention that a vast number 
of lewd publications and pictures is 
produced and circulated to destroy 
the morals of youth, in perfect 
keeping with a Communistic ob- 
jective, 

Is lewd literature more prevalent 
in the United States than in other 
countries? 


Yes, by far. Many magazines 


.| published in the United States are 


barred from Canada, Australia and 
other countries. 

James Douglas of the London 
Sunday Préss says: 

“American peter gy perco- 
lates here. have read some 
American best sellers, which no 
English publishers would touch 
with a pair of tongs.” 

President James R. Angell, of 
Yale University, said, some time 
ago: 

“Often under transparent and 
nauseous pretence of promoting 
art, or of forwarding physical edu- 
cation, or disclosing essential truth, 
suggestive and demoralizing mat- 
ter has been circulated far and 
wide.” 

Is there any danger of a pub- 
lisher instituting suit against one 
who woud stamp his periodical as 
indecent? 

There would be danger if we 
designated “indecent” the maga- 
zines on our black-list. We have 
adopted a Code in keeping with 
that adopted by the Legion of De- 
cency in relation to Motion Pic- 
tures, and we charge the maga- 
zines with violation of that Code. 

What is the Code of the National 
Organization fer Decent Literature 
(N.O.D.L)? 

The standards or Code adopted 
by the Bishops’ Committee, ap- 
pointed by the Catholic Hierarchy 
in Washington, in October, 1938, 
cover magazines which fall under 
the following five classifications: 

(a) those which glorify crime 

and the criminal; 

(b) those whose contents are 
argely “sexy”; 

(c) Those whose illustrations and 
pictures border on tHe inde- 


cent; 
(d) those which make a habit of 
canxyiee articles on_ illicit 


ove; 
(e) those which carry disreput- 
able advertising. : 

There are, then, magazines whose 
reading contents are not particular- 
ly bad, which carry advertising in 
which things lewd and indecent are 
offered for sale. ' a 
es, the number is considerable, 
and the advertisers emselves 
seem to pass on to one another the 
names and addresses of people who 
answer their ads.

Chairman of the Child 
Welfare Committee of South 
Orange, New Jersey, blames the 
growing criminality among youths 
chiefly on the indecent literature 
which is circulated in such pro- 
fusion throughout*the nation. He 
says: 


“Prominent, I am almost per- 
suaded to believe foremost, among 
the factors contributing to the de- 
plorable increase of youthful crim- 
inals is the reading of the inde- 
cent literature now circulated, with- 
out restriction, throughout the 
country. 


“Simultaneous with this unre- | 
stricted publication and distribu- | 
tion of indecent literature we have | 
had a wave of sex crimes, so re-| 
pulsive that decency forbids their 
further discussion.” . 


Mr. Frayne notes that “every 
six hours in New York State an in- 
dividual] is arrested for a sex crime 
of the most revolting type,” and 
most pornographic literature orig- 
inates in New York.

FoR the past three weeks I have been looking at the most powerful 
Notre Dame football squad I have ever seen in fall practice at that 


school since I saw my first Notre Dame squad in action 37 years ago.} 


They have power, they have tuggedness, they have experience, and— 


no small item—they have as good coaching as any other team in the/ 


country. In short, I believe that this year’s Notre Dame eleven, which 
opens its season next Saturday against Illinois at Champaign, will be 
terrific. 


But, before any of you Notre Dame fans rush out to buy red 
flares and start a celebration, there are one or two things you 
should keep in mind; highly important things, too, they are. If I 
were writing about almost any other major college football team 
in the country, I could say the same thing. For instance, just sub- 
stitute “Illinois” for “Notre Dame” in that opening paragraph and 
it will still be true. Or substitute the name of almost any other 
school in the country and you'll still be right, nine times out of 10. 


The reason for this great superabundance of material at Notre 
Dame and elsewhere is quite obvious; the boys are back from the war 
once more, transferring their talents from the battlefields to the 
athletic fields. The college squads of this fall are two or three years 
older, on the average, than the squads of normal times. They have just 
that much more “savvy.” It’s going to be interesting to watch and see 
what happens when these widely experienced teams clash, from one 
end of the country to the other. 


As this is written, practically all experienced football writers, ob- 
gervers and coaches bracket the midwest teams like this: Notre Dame, 
Illinois, Michigan and Ohio State. From among those four which will 
emerge the best in the midwest section? 


All those schools are admittedly loaded down with experienced 
talent, and all should have terrific teams. Notre Dame meets only one 
ef them—lIllinois—and that team in the opening game of the season 
for the Irish, while Illinois later on meets Michigan and Michigan also 
takes on Ohio State, consequently there should be no doubt in anyone’s 
mind which is the best team in the middle west when the season ends. 


Without doubt, Notre Dame’s opening game next Saturday 
with the all-powerful Illinois team could very easily make or break 
either team. While I believe each squad has entirely too many 
experienced players to permit of either falling apart after a defeat 
in the opening game, nevertheless the boost to the squad’s morale 
after a victory in that opening game is certainly going to make it 
extremely tough for anyone to handle that Notre Dame-Illinois 
winner after next Saturday. In a sense, its rather tough on both 
teams that they’re playing each other on the last Saturday in 
September rather than on the last Saturday of November. What a 
climactic football battle that would be with which to end the season! 


To give you an idea of the task that has confronted Head Coach 
Frank Leahy and his staff of assistants ever since the opening of fall 
practice, there were no less than 42 monogram men on the squad that 
reported for the start of the fall drills. Now, if only past monogram 
winners made up the traveling squad this fall at Notre Dame, that 
would mean that at least nine former varsity stars, coming back from 
the war, won’t even make the varsity traveling squad of 33 men. But, 
it’s worse than that. There are a number of men on the squad who 
haven’t even won a monogram as yet who most certainly will make the 
varsity grade this year, thereby shoving just that many more former 
varsity players back onto the “B” team, or else drop out of football, 
which some of them have already done. 


Among those who have yet to win Notre Dame varsity honors but 
who are almost dead certain to do so this fall are Jim Martin, Frank 
Kosikowski, George Connor, George Strohmeyer, Bud Sitko and Mike 
Bwistowicz, to name a few. Those six will shove six other former 
Monogram winners off the traveling squad, so there you have a total 
of 15 former varsity players who won’t make the grade at Notre Dame 
this fall. See what I mean when I say this is the most powerful squad 
I have ever seen at Notre Dame? 


Now, just to keep you on an even keel about all this, the very 
game condition prevails at Illinois, for example. I mention Illinois in 
this connection because it is Notre Dame’s first opponent. At last 
eount, Illinois had 36 lettermen on its squad, plus a number of all-star 
transfer students who most certainly are going to make that team, thus 
forcing just that many more former varsity stars off the traveling 
squad. 


For example, there are three former Notre Dame monogram 
winners on the Illinois squad, and all three are certain to make the 
grade. They are Bill Huber, end on the ’42 Notre Dame team be- 
fore he went into the army, who was good enough to be a starter 
on the College All-Star team in Chicago in both 1943 and 1944; 
Julie Rykovich, regular right halfback on Notre Dame’s national 
championship eleven of 1943, who spent his freshman year at 
Illinois in 1942, then was sent to Notre Dame to start his marine 
corps training and who returned to Illinois this fall following his 
return from service, and Chick Magzgioli, who scored the touchdown 
for Notre Dame that beat Illinois in 1944 by a score of 14-7. Bill 
Chandler, Notre Dame halfback in 1944, has also transferred te 
Illinois, as did George Terlep, quarterback in 1943 and 1944, bat 
who subsequently moved on to the University of Iowa and finally 
signed with the pros. 


On the Notre Dame side of the fence, there are three players who 
ot their football starts at other schools but who transferred to Notre 
ame after being discharged from the navy. George Connor, who spent 

two years at Holy Cross and who led the Crusader line in that memor- 
able 55-12 upset rout of Boston college four years ago; Frank Kosikow- 
ski, who spent his freshman year at Marquette, and George Stroh-

meyer, who spent his freshman year at Texas A. & M. All three of 
them are practically certain to be regulars.

“In order to inform and reassure 
our beloved brethren, we declare 
that every individual member of 
the Bench of Bishops not only does 
not oppose the manly and courage- 
ous attitude of the Cardinal-Pri- 
mate in defense of the Church, lib- 
erty of conscience and Hungarian 
justice but wholeheartedly ap- 
proves and supports it with all his 
strength. 

“We beg our beloved brethren 
not to believe the unscrupulous in- 
sinuations, but to pray with us to 
our Lord, Jesus Christ, and’ ask 
Him to follow with His abundant 
mercy the directing activities of 
the Cardinal Primate and the 
Bench of Bishops—to the benefit of 
our Holy Chureh and our beloved 
Hungarian country.” 


This statement of the Bishops is 
considered here to be particularly 
significant in view of the continu- 
ing attempts to undermine and de- 
stroy the unity of Hungarian Cath- 
olics. The articles to which the 
Bishops refer in their statement 
usually appear in weekly publica- 
tions. At numerous meetings the 
wire-pullers of the agitation seek 
to create the impression that not 
only the Bishops but also wide 
circles of the priesthood and of the 
laity are dissatisfied with the pre- 
sent tendency of Catholic Action in 
Hungary. 

Lacking success at home some of 
the agitators are said to have gone 
abroad for the purpose of “plant- 
ing” articles critical of Cardinal 
Mindzenty in foreign publications. 
These articles are then sent back 
to Hungary and republished as 
“foreign comment.” 


That the ‘Hungarian government 
is fully aware of the importance 
of Catholicism in Hungarian af- 
fairs is shown by a statement of 
Prime Minister Ferene Nagy, pub- 
lished in the newly licensed news- 
paper, Journal: “We have to pay 
special attention to problems con- 
cerning the Catholic Church, which 
represents the great majority of 
the nation,” the Prime Minister 
writes. “The relationship between 
Chureh and democracy has to be 
clarified at all costs, because the 
new Hungary would not be built 
upon solid foundations if spiritual 
discontent, or even merely the un- 
easiness of millions of Hungarians, 
were hidden behind it.”

Pope Pius XII, “a statesman on 
the throne of Saint Peter,” has 
made it clear “that he considers 
himself a champion of Western 
civilization” in the struggle of two 
supranatural forces — the Church 
and the Communist party—“for su- 
premacy over the souls of man,” 
writes Mr: Hauser. 


“Already, under Pius’ leader- 
ship,” he asserts, “the Catholic 
Church has emerged as the most 
successful force in politics this side 
of the iron curtain; in France, 
Italy, Holland, Belgium and Ba- 
varia, Catholic movements are es- 
tablished as the largest, most in- 
fluential parties. If it is true that 
Stalin once sneered, “The Pope— 
how many divisions has he got?’ 
here is the answer. 


“Polities, it is true, do not inter- 
est the Vatican as politics; they 
interest the Vatican only when 
they ‘touch the Altar,’ But, in the 
words of Pius, the altar today is 
threatened oe spirit of state 
absolutism which claims for itself 
all the controls of the political so- 
cial and economie 
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show that Cardinal Pacelli never 
expected to ascend to the Papacy.

But Hooded Order Still 
Lives Despite Joint 
Efforts To Kill It 


Washington, Sept. 16—(NC) — 
Federal and State authorities have 
prevented a widespread revival of 
the Ku Klux Klan by vigorous at- 
tacks, but the hooded order is not 
yet dead in this country, Surveys 
have disclosed that the Klan is ac- 


‘tive in a handful of States, but the 


threat of criminal prosecution by 
authorities has discouraged a grand 
scale revival. 

These surveys indicate that Klan 
activities are being carried on in 
Georgia, Mississippi, Florida, Ten- 
nesee and California, but nowhere 
has the order been able to reestab- 
lish itself as strongly as it was en- 
trenched in some parts of the coun- 
try a score of years ago. 

Indications are that greatest re- 
vived Klan activities have been in 
Georgia, where Gov. Ellis Arnall 
has instituted court action to re- 
yoke the Organization’s charter. 
The Governor has called upon the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation to 

rove his charges that the revived 
Klan is linked secretly to the out- 
lawed German-Ameri¢an Bund. 

In Kentucky the corporate rights 
of the Klan have been revoked 
through a Circuit Court order. At- 
torney General Eldon 8S. Dummit 
filed the suit, charging that the 
Klan had gained corporate privi- 
leges falsely on the claim that it 
was a “benevolent and eleemosyn- 
ary” organization. 

Charter revocations also have 
been effected in California, Ken- 
tucky and New York, while New 
Jersey currently is preparing to 
go intc court in a similar move. 

There have been reports that the 
Klan has been operating in Mary- 
land under the guise of the Ame- 
rican Shores Patrol, Inc. W. O. 
Jessop, secretary of the Patrol or- 
ganization, in an interview with 
the Baltimore Sun, said that there 
is no tie-up between the Patrol and 
the Klan, but that “any call issued 
by Atlanta would meet with imme- 
diate response” in Maryland. At- 
lanta formerly was the Klan’s 
headquarters. 

In addition to action taken or 
contemplated by State authorities, 
the FBI has been alerted to step 
into the picture whenever evidence 
of Klan activities in suppression of 
civil liberties is uncovered. 

Klan activities of varying de- 
grees, surveys show, have been 
noted in Texas, Michigan, Minneso- 
ta, Alabama, South Carolina and 
Pennsylvania. A check-up has re- 
vealed that the hooded order re- 
tains charters in Arkansas, Mis- 
souri, Wisconsin, Iowa, Illinois and 
Indiana, but has made no moves to- 
ward active revival in any of these 
States.

It takes the 
Legion of Decency to hold Holly- 
wood in check; and at that the pro- 
ducer goes as far in salaciousness 
as it dares without risking retribu- 
tion at the box-office, The same 
is true of many of our leading au- 
thors of books. Efforts by civic 
authorities to halt the sale of a 
novel for indecency assures a rush 
to buy it while it is available and 
stimulates sales elsewhere. Too 
often the makers of plays, motion 
pictures and books consider only 
the cash in their pockets and not 
the moral consequences. How many 
of them stop to consider the boys 
and girls they might corrupt, or the 
decent men and women they. might 
disgust ? 

From all this it seems clear that 
@ great many Americans are more 
intent on cultivating the seven 
deadly sins than in practicing the 
four cardinal virtues. It is easy 
to blame this condition on the war. 
But is it right? It seems to me that 
two world wars in our generation 
are proof of our moral decline and 
not the cause of it. True these two 
wars did bring great disruptions in 
our national and home life. True 
the boys and the girls in the ser- 
vices saw terrible things and had 
soul-searing experiences. True 
the people at home also had drastic 
changes in their life and work and 
plenty of worry. True millions of 
women left the home to work in 
factories, with the resulting neglect 
of the home and the children. Yet 
this moral decline has been with 
us for a long time. It goes back be- 
fore the turn of the century. 

Let us take a look at the three 
institutions that should teach good 
morals to our youth—the home, the 
school and the church—for if the

Moreover they have 
an evil influence on the children of 
the truly Christian home when they 
come in contact with them in the 
school and at play in the streets 


and the parks. 
Now let us visit the American 
school. The first thing we note 


is the splendid buildings and p- 
ment, and next the well-trained 
teachers. We have not ed 


ever, and we have neglected r- 
acter building, and knowledge with- 
out character can be dangerous to 
the individual and to the commun- 
ity. 

And in some of our schools of 
higher learning, God has been ex- 
cluded and with Him His moral 
code. True, God and the moral law 
are still stressed in the Church 
schools; but these schools are only 
a ob of American education. 

he breakdown of the American 
home and the failure of the Amer- 
ican school have imposed a task on 
the church alone which should be 
shared by all three, and the Church 
alone cannot do it. 
However, I do not think this is 
the full answer to the problem. I 
fee] that the causes are largely 
inherent in the kind of civilization 
we have built for ourselves in the 
United States. 
Ours is basically an industrial 
civilization. We stress the physi- 
cal and not the spiritual. We 
measure success in dollars. We are 
the makers of machines, beautiful 
and efficient machines; but they 
have no soul. We live with ma- 
chines; we work with machines; we 
fiecht with machines; but we have 
not dared to deal realistically with 
the impact of machines on human 
beings. We have seen filthy slums 
spread in our cities, as thousands 
crowded into them to work in our 
machine shops. 

The change within the American 
home has been as great as the 
change in our work. The modern 
home is also full of wires and 
gadgets. As it shrinks into fewer 
and fewer rooms the machines mul- 
tiply. We do. the housework with 
machines. We get the news over 
the radio machine; and we listen 
to program after program. The 
noise is incessant and nerve-wrack- 
ing. We leave the home only to 
go to the movies and have another 
machine entertain us, and seldom is 
the entertainment elevating. Then 
we go dashing through the streets 
in noisy subways and street cars 
and about the countryside in oth- 
er machines; and we maim and kill 
hundreds of thousands of our 
neighbors yearly in our mad pas- 
We fly through 
the skies and over continents and 
oceans in other machines. We pride 
ourselves on our conquest of time 
and space; and yet we have less 
time for leisure and contemplation 
than had our ancestors. 

The tempo and the rhythm of our 
lives are terrific as we strive to 
keep pace with our machines. We 
build hospitals for the resulting 
nervous wrecks, but we cannot 
build them fast enough. Our in- 
sane asylums have more tenants 
than ever before despite the prog- 
ress made in the care and cure of

This influx of population from 
the East causes serious problems 
of church administration, which 
are aggravated by the shortage of 
priests, Typical are the conditions 
in a parish in the city of Halle, 
Province of Saxony, where only 205 
out of 528 Catholics who died dur- 
ing the last 12 months could be 
given the Last Sacraments, because 
of the shortage of priests. 

As a result of the destruction 
caused by air raids there is alse 
a serious problem of providin 
space for church functions. Jose 
Cardinal Frings of Cologne recent- 
ly found it impossible to inaugu- 
rate a special week of religious lec- 
tures in Cologne, because of the 
fact that in the down-town section 
of the city not one church is left 
standing that might have suited 
the purpose. Similar experiences 
are reported from the overcrowded 
and bomb-shattered cities of Boch- 
um, Essen and Dortmund in the 
Ruhr district. |
